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It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  Illinois'  Report  on  Projected 
Expenditures  for  the  Title  XX  Social  Services  Block  Grant  for  State 
Fiscal  Year  1988. 

This  report  conforms  to  the  federal  statutes  and  regulations  requiring 
a detailed  account  of  program  plans  and  projected  clients  and  expenditures 
to  be  provided  under  the  auspices  of  the  Social  Services  Block  Grant. 

The  FY  '88  Projected  Expenditure  Report  provides  an  explanation  of 
block  grant  services  that  will  be  offered,  and  describes  the  types 
of  clients  who  will  be  served  through  a social  service  network  which 
includes  eight  state  agencies  and  public  and  private  providers. 

Social  Service  Block  Grant  funding  to  Illinois  supports  a multitude 
of  critical  social  services  essential  to  needy  citizens  throughout 
the  State.  This  report  will  be  available  for  public  review  at  all 
levels  within  the  State.  We  welcome  any  comments  that  you  may  wish 
to  make  concerning  this  document. 
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PREFACE 


The  Title  XX  Social  Services  Block  Grant  was  created  by  Congress  in  1981 
as  part  of  the  Omnibus  Budget  Reconciliation  Act. 

As  the  largest  federal  block  grant  received  by  Illinois,  the  Title  XX 
Block  Grant  is  one  of  the  main  sources  of  funds  for  providing  social  services 
to  the  state's  needy. 

Federal  Title  XX  Block  Grant  funds  are  combined  with  state  and  local 
dollars  to  provide  funding  for  twenty-five  seperate  social  services  through  a 
network  of  nine  state  agencies. 

For  fiscal  year  1988  the  Illinois  Title  XX  Block  Grant  expenditures  are 
projected  to  be  in  excess  of  $245  million. 

The  legislation  that  created  the  Title  XX  Block  Grant  requires  that  the 
state  prepare  a report  on  the  planned  services  to  be  carried  out  with  block 
grant  funds  for  an  upcoming  fiscal  year.  To  fulfill  these  requirements  this 
report  provides  information  concerning  fiscal  year  1988,  agencies  included  in 
the  Title  XX  network,  the  planned  services  and  the  characteristics  of  clients 
to  be  served. 

Also  included  are  charts  showing  projected  clients  and  expenditures  as 
they  relate  to  agencies,  services  and  funding  sources. 
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SECTION  I 


INTRODUCTION 


BLOCK  GRANT  PURPOSE 


Congress  created  the  Title  XX  Social  Services  Block  Grant  in  1981  as  part  of 
the  Omnibus  Budget  Reconciliation  Act.  Congress  believed  that  by  creating  the 
block  grant,  states  would  be  able  to  manage  their  own  programs  and  respond 
more  efficiently  to  local  needs. 


NATIONAL  GOALS 

SEEKING  POSITIVE  RESULTS 

Congress  intended  that  Title  XX  funding  be  directed  at  one  or  more  of  five 

national  goals: 

I.  Achieving  or  maintaining  economic  self-support  to  prevent,  reduce  or 

eliminate  dependency; 

II.  Achieving  or  maintaining  self-sufficiency,  including  reduction  or 

prevention  of  dependency; 

III.  Preventing  or  remedying  neglect,  abuse  or  exploitation  of  children 

and  adults  unable  to  protect  their  own  interests;  or  preserving, 
rehabilitating  or  reuniting  families; 

IV.  Preventing  or  reducing  inappropriate  institutional  care  by  providing 

for  community-based  care,  home-based  care,  or  other  forms  of  less 
intensive  care;  and, 

V.  Securing  referral  or  admission  for  institutional  care  when  other 

forms  of  care  are  not  appropriate,  or  providing  services  to 

individuals  in  institutions. 


PROGRAM  ADMINISTRATION 

As  the  Lead  Agency  for  the  Title  XX  Block  Grant  Program  in  Illinois,  the 
Department  of  Public  Aid  ( DPA)  has  administrative  responsibility  to  ensure 
that  all  federal  requirements  are  met.  Legislative  mandates  include  a variety 
of  planning,  reporting,  audit  and  public  participation  requirements,  and 
identification  of  special  activities  which  may  not  be  supported  with  block 
grant  funds. 


SOCIAL  SERVICES  IN  ILLINOIS  PROVIDED  THROUGH  A NETWORK  OF  AGENCIES 

The  social  services  program  in  Illinois  is  administered  through  a network  of 
state  agencies  and  public  and  private  social  service  providers.  Through 
contracts  handled  by  DPA,  nine  state  agencies  (Allied  Agencies)  will  take  part 
in  the  Title  XX  Social  Services  Block  Grant  Network  during  fiscal  year  1988 
(July  1,  1987  to  June  30,  1988) .

Department  of  Children  and  Family  Services  (DCFS) 

Department  of  Mental  Health  and  Developmental  Disabilities  ( DMH/DD) 
Department  of  Corrections  (DOC) 

Department  on  Aging  (DOA)

Department  of  Alcoholism  and  Substance  Abuse  (DASA) 

Illinois  State  Board  of  Education  (ISBE) 

Department  of  Rehabilitation  Services  (DORS) 


ADVISORY  COUNCIL  TO  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  PUBLIC  AID 


Public  participation  in  the  planning  and  program  development  process  is  an 
important  part  of  the  Title  XX  Block  Grant  Program.  The  legislation  creating 
the  Title  XX  Social  Services  Block  Grant  requires  the  state  provide  for  public 
comment  during  the  development  of  the  report  on  planned  use  of  block  grant 
funds.  The  primary  means  of  providing  for  public  comment  regarding  the 
Illinois'  Title  XX  Program  is  through  the  Title  XX  Social  Services  Advisory 
Council. 


ADVISORY  COUNCIL  FORMED  TO  PROVIDE  AN  AVENUE  FOR  PUBLIC  PARTICIPATION 

The  Council  was  formed  in  1976  to  provide  a regular  ongoing  means  of  public 
participation  into  the  Title  XX  planning  process.  It  is  composed  of  25 

members  who  represent  a broad  cross-section  of  Illinois'  citizens.  The 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Aid,  the  lead  state  agency,  appoints  the 
membership.  Members  serve  a term  of  three  years.  The  goals  of  the  Advisory 
Council  include: 

• Educating  the  public  on  matters  concerning  social  service  programs; 

• Assessing  and  evaluating  needs  from  the  community  at  large,  relative  to 
services  provided  under  the  Title  XX  and  subsequent  Title  XX  Social 
Services  Block  Grant  Programs; 

Assisting,  in  an  advisory  capacity,  the  Director  of  the  lead  agency  in 
ways  to  be  determined  by  the  Director; 

Alerting  the  Director  of  the  lead  agency  of  those  matters  warranting  the 
Director's  attention. 
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The  Council  meets  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  each  month  in  either  Chicago  or 

Springfield.  Allied  Agencies,  service  providers,  and  the  public  also 

participate  in  these  meetings.  On  the  basis  of  information  received,  or 

through  independent  activity  on  the  part  of  Council  members,  the  Council 

identifies  issues  which  should  be  reviewed  in  more  detail.  This  may  include 
appointment  of  study  committees  or  staff  investigations. 

REPORTS  ON  PROJECTED  AND  ACTUAL  EXPENDITURES 

Prior  to  spending  money  available  through  the  Title  XX  Social  Services  Block 
Grant,  the  State  must  prepare  a report  on  the  planned  use  of  the  funds.  The 
report  must  include  information  on  the  services  which  will  be  provided  and  the 
types  of  people  who  may  receive  services.  The  report  must  also  be  updated  as 
necessary  to  show  any  changes  in  activities  during  the  time  covered  by  the 
report. 


FEDERAL  BLOCK  GRANT  FUNDS 

During  fiscal  year  1988,  the  amount  of  Federal  Title  XX  money  available  to 
Illinois  is  $130,015,700.  Portions  of  these  funds  are  from  federal  fiscal 
year  1987,  which  is  due  to  the  difference  in  federal  and  state  reporting 
periods  (federal  fiscal  year  is  October  1 to  September  30  and  the  state  fiscal 
year  is  July  1 to  June  30)  . This  Report  on  Projected  Expenditures  covers  the 
period  July  1,  1987  to  June  30,  1988. 


RESTRICTIONS  ON  THE  USE  OF  BLOCK  GRANT  FUNDS 


Allowable  Uses  of  Funds 


The  block  grant  program  encourages  states  to  design  service  programs  which 
best  meet  the  needs  of  their  citizens,  but  which  are  also  directed  at  one  or 
more  of  the  five  national  goals.  The  types  of  services  which  address  these 
goals  include,  but  are  not  limited  to: 

• Child  care  services, 

• Protective  services  for  children. 


Services  for  children  in  foster  care, 
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Transportation  services, 

• Family  planning  services, 

• Training  and  related  services, 

• Employment  services, 

• Information,  referral  and  counseling  services, 

Services  to  victims  of  domestic  violence, 

• Health  support  services. 

These  services  are  designed  to  meet  the  special  needs  of  children,  the  aged, 
the  mentally  retarded,  the  blind,  the  emotionally  disturbed,  the  physically 
handicapped,  alcoholics  and  drug  abusers. 

The  block  grant  program  also  allows  support  costs,  such  as  administration 
(including  planning  and  evaluation),  personnel  training  and  retraining  if  it 
is  directly  related  to  the  delivery  of  services,  conferences  and  workshops, 
and  training  or  retraining  through  grants  to  not-for-profit  organizations. 

LEGISLATION  RESTRICTS  SPENDING  TO  DIRECT  SERVICES 
Unallowable  Uses  of  Funds 


The  legislation  places  certain  limits  on  the  spending  of  Title  XX  funds. 

Activities  which  may  not  be  supported  through  Title  XX  block  grant  funding 

include : 

(1)  The  purchase  or  improvement  of  land,  or  the  purchase,  construction,  or 
permanent  improvement  (other  than  minor  remodeling)  of  any  building  or 
other  facility, 

(2)  Cash  payments  for  subsistence  or  room  and  board  (other  than  costs  of 
subsistence  during  rehabilitation,  room  and  board  for  a short  term  as  an 
integral  but  subordinate  part  of  a social  service,  or  temporary  emergency 
shelter  as  a protective  service), 

(3)  Payment  of  the  wages  of  any  individual  as  a social  service  (other  than 
payment  of  the  wages  of  welfare  recipients  employed  in  the  provision  of 
child  day  care  services)  , 

(4)  Medical  care  (other  than  family  planning  services,  rehabilitation 

services,  or  initial  detoxification  of  an  alcoholic  or  drug  dependent 

individual)  unless  it  is  an  integral  but  subordinate  part  of  a social 

service  for  which  grants  may  be  used  under  this  Title, 

(5)  Social  services  (except  services  to  an  alcoholic  or  drug  dependent 

individual  or  rehabilitation  services)  provided  in  and  by  employees  of  any 
hospital,  skilled  nursing  facility,  intermediate  care  facility,  or  prison, 
to  an  individual  living  in  such  institution, 
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(6)  Any  educational  service  which  the  State  makes  generally  available  to  its 
residents  without  cost  and  without  regard  to  their  income, 

(7)  Any  child  day  care  services  unless  such  services  meet  applicable  standards 
of  state  and  local  law,  or 

(8)  Cash  payments  as  a service  (except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  section). 

At  the  request  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  the  Secretary  of  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Human  Services  may  waive  items  (1)  and  (4)  above  if  he  determines 
that  extraordinary  circumstances  justify  the  waiver  and  that  it  would 

contribute  to  the  service  program. 

The  information  specific  to  Title  XX  is  generally  a part  of  an  agency's 

overall  budget  request  for  service  activities  and/or  clients  to  be  served, 
which  meet  the  requirements  for  Title  XX  funding.  The  dollar  amounts 

associated  with  these  allowable  activities  form  the  basis  for  the  required 
report  on  the  use  of  funds  made  available  to  the  State  through  the  Title  XX 
Social  Services  Block  Grant.  This  report  reflects  an  expenditure  amount  which 
is  significantly  in  excess  of  the  federal  funds  available  to  the  State.  The 

expenditures  which  are  in  excess  of  the  federal  allocation  are  comprised  of  a 
combination  of  state  and  locally  generated  funds. 
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DONATED  FUNDS  INITIATIVE  - A PUBLIC/PRIVATE  PARTNERSHIP 


The  Governor  established  the  Donated  Funds  Initiative  (DFI)  in  fiscal  year 
1978  to  encourage  cooperative  social  service  delivery  efforts  between  local 
public/private  providers  and  the  state.  For  fiscal  year  1988,  there  are  220 
social  service  contracts  totaling  over  $17.9  million  including  the  25%  match 
(the  remaining  $1.1  million  of  the  total  amount  allocated  will  be  obligated 
prior  to  December  31,  1987).  These  service  agreements  deliver  a wide  range  of 
service  programs  for  the  aged,  developmenta lly  disabled  and  neglected  children 
and  adults,  the  physically  handicapped,  ex-offenders,  and  victims  of  domestic 
violence . 


The  Illinois  Department  of  Public  Aid,  through  the  Allied  Agency  network, 
administers  the  DFI.  Funds  are  appropriated  to  DPA  which  makes  allocations  to 
the  participating  Allied  Agencies.  Service  providers  participate  in  the 
program  by  furnishing  25%  of  the  funds  identified  in  their  contracts  with  the 
remaining  75%  being  made  available  from  the  states'  Title  XX  allocation. 

Through  the  use  of  locally  generated  funds,  services  can  be  expanded  without 
the  investment  of  additional  state  funds,  and  local  resources  can  be  maximized. 

Prior  to  January  1,  1985,  private  providers  were  required  to  secure  a donation 

of  25%  which  was  forwarded  through  DPA  (transferred  to  DPA's  762  Local 

Initiative  Fund)  to  the  provider.  Because  of  this  pass-through  mechanism,  the 
DFI  allocation  included  the  25%  match.  Public  Act  83  - 1378  (effective 
January  1,  1985)  streamlined  the  process  by  allowing  donations  to  be  forwarded 
directly  from  the  donor  to  the  provider,  in  accordance  with  the  contracts 
donation  agreement.  This  new  method  of  dealing  with  the  donation  helped  to 
reduce  provider  cash  flow  problems  and  allowed  the  State  to  obligate  DFI 

contracts  at  the  75%  level.  Fiscal  year  1986  was  the  first  full  year  that 

donations  were  sent  directly  from  the  donor  to  the  DFI  provider. 

Method  of  Funding 

DFI  programs  are  paid  from  either  the  Local  Initiative  Fund  (#762)  or  the 

Special  Purposes  Trust  Fund  (#408).  Both  of  these  funds  are  part  of  the 

annual  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public  Aid. 

Local  Initiative  Fund  (#762) 

The  Local  Initiative  Fund  (LIF)  is  used  by  providers  who  are  not  connected 
with  local  units  of  government.  In  addition  to  funding  the  DFI  program,  the 
Local  Initiative  Fund  also  acts  as  the  funding  source  for  some  day  care 

programs,  and  the  American  Camping  Association.  Three-quarters  of  the  funds 
paid  to  LIF  programs  come  from  the  State,  the  other  one-quarter  is  sent  to  the 
provider  by  the  donor. 
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Special  Purposes  Trust  Fund  (#408) 

The  Special  Purposes  Trust  Fund  (SPTF)  is  the  funding  source  used  by  providers 
associated  with  local  units  of  government.  The  provider  spends  100%  of  the 
funds  and  is  reimbursed  75%  by  the  State. 

Fiscal  Year  1988-  Funding  for  DFI 


The  total  funding  available  to  the  DFI  for  fiscal  year  1988  is  $19,547,592. 
During  fiscal  year  1988  the  allied  agencies  participating  in  the  DFI  and  their 
allocations  are  as  follows:

The  Allied  Agencies  decide  how  their  DFI  funds  will  be  distributed  according 
to  the  service  needs  of  the  agency's  client  population,  as  specified  in  the 
Request  for  Proposal  or  decision  to  re-contract  with  existing  providers.  In 
each  instance  there  is  an  annual  review  of  all  contracts.

Projected  Clients  and  Expenditures 

The  following  section  provides  a brief  narrative  of  each  Title  XX  Block  Grant 
network  agency's  responsibilities,  services  and  goals.  Following  the  agency 
narrative  is  a chart  outlining  projected  clients  and  expenditures  by  service 
and  funding  source.  All  dollar  figures  are  listed  in  thousands  (000). 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  AID 


The  programs  and  services  of  the  Department  of  Public  Aid  (DPA)  are  designed 
to  encourage  and  assist  people  to  become  self-supporting.  To  reach  this  goal, 
the  Department  provides  financial  aid,  medical  assistance  and  certain  social 
services.  The  programs  are  administered  through  101  county  offices  and  23 
full-service  offices  in  Cook  County. 

The  needs  of  dependent  children  are  the  principal  basis  for  assistance  under 
the  Federal-State  Title  IV-A  Program  of  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent 
Children.  Other  people  provided  assistance  by  the  Department  include  the 
permanently  disabled,  the  aged,  blind  or  ill,  and  those  who  are  unemployed, 
underemployed,  or  experiencing  family  breakdown. 

The  Department's  Office  for  Employment  and  Social  Services  is  the  office 
responsible  for  statewide  oversight  of  the  Title  XX  Social  Services  Block 
Grant  Program  and  the  development  of  required  plans  and  reports.  The  Office 
for  Employment  and  Social  Services  also  manages  the  PROJECT  CHANCE  Program, 
the  Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Distribution  Program,  the  Refugee  Program  and 
the  Homeless  Emergency  Shelter  Program. 

Staff  within  the  Office  for  Employment  and  Social  Services  coordinate 
activities  under  these  various  programs,  as  well  as  contracting  through  the 
Donated  Funds  Initiative,  for  the  direct  delivery  of  intervention  services  to 
victims  of  domestic  violence,  employability  development,  social  adjustment  and 
rehabilitation  services,  and  health  support  services.

**  Comprehensive  Services  to  Victims  of  Domestic  Violence. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  CHILDREN  AND  FAMILY  SERVICES 


The  Department  of  Children  and  Family  Services  (DCFS)  is  the  State  Agency 
responsible  for  providing  child  welfare  services.  The  Department  provides 
services  to  ensure  that  children  and  families  under  extreme  stress  receive  the 
help  they  need.  The  Department  also  assists  local  communities  in  developing 
programs  which  help  to  keep  youth  out  of  trouble  with  the  law.  DCFS  directly 
provides  or  purchases  services  in  order  to  assure  a permanent,  secure  and 
nurturing  living  environment  for  children.  The  Department  seeks  to  preserve 
adoption  or  guardianship  by  a relative  or  foster  parent.  The  commitment  to  a 
permanent  living  arrangement  for  a child  is  based  upon  the  Department's 
conviction  that  a child  must  have  continuous  care  in  a consistent,  nurturing 
environment  to  develop  into  a responsible  adult. 

Additionally,  DCFS  has  responsibility  for  the  Illinois  Status  Offender 
Services  (ISOS) , a statewide  program  which  provides  community-based 
alternatives  for  status  offenders  prior  to  adjudication.  The  program  is 
operated  through  purchase-of-service  contracts  with  community-based  units  of 
local  government  and/or  private  agencies  for  advocacy,  emergency  foster  care, 
shelter  care,  and  youth  services  in  areas  with  high  delinquency  rates; 
education  of  public  and  professional  youth  workers  aimed  at  the  needs  of 
youths;  financial  assistance  to  locally  operated  youth  programs;  and  technical 
assistance  to  law  enforcement  agencies,  courts,  probation  departments,  schools 
and  public  and  private  agencies.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  MENTAL  HEALTH  AND  DEVELOPMENTAL  DISABILITIES 


The  Department  of  Mental  Health  and  Developmental  Disabilities  (DMH/DD)  is 
responsible  for  the  social  integration  of  citizens  who  experience  emotional 
and/or  developmental  problems.  The  Department,  in  concert  with  Allied 
Agencies  and  communities  of  Illinois,  engages  in  the  planning,  coordination 
and  delivery  of  a range  of  services  for  these  designated  handicapped  groups. 

The  community  services  funded  by  the  Department  and  included  in  the  Title  XX 
Block  Grant  are  consolidated  into  three  basic  categories:  case  coordination, 
community  maintenance  and  treatment/habi litat ion.  Along  with  quality 
distribution  and  the  cost-effectiveness  policy  of  the  Department,  program 
funding  resources  are  continuously  reviewed  in  order  to  achieve  the  best 
services  possible  and  to  use  available  monies  in  the  most  efficient  way.

DEPARTMENT  OF  CORRECTIONS 


The  Department  of  Corrections  (DOC)  is  responsible  for  restoring  offenders  to 
useful  citizenship;  preventing  arbitrary  and  oppressive  treatment  of  juvenile 
and  adult  offenders;  and  preventing  the  commission  of  offenses  through  secure 
confinement  and  through  the  deterrent  effect  of  a correctional  system.  The 
Department's  Adult  Division  provides  supervision  and  consultation  services  at 
adult  correctional  centers.  ‘These  centers  provide  medical,  educational, 
vocational,  recreational,  and  counseling  services.  The  Department's  Community 
Services  Division  provides  supervision  and  program  services  through  its 
community  correctional  centers  and  adult  community  supervision  offices.  These 
community  correctional  centers  provide  counseling,  medical,  recreational, 
educational,  vocational  and  employment  placement  services  stressing 
resocialization  and  successful  community  living.

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DEPARTMENT  ON  AGING 


The  goal  of  the  Department  on  Aging  (DOA)  is  to  foster  and  maintain  the 
independence  of  persons  over  60  years  of  age.  For  fiscal  year  1987,  DOA's 
Title  XX  Block  Grant  services  are  funded  through  the  Donated  Funds  Initiative 
Program  and  include  transportation,  social  adjustment  and  rehabilitation  and 
family  support. 


Transportation  services  provide  essential  access  to  services  needed  by  older 
persons  to  permit  them  to  remain  in  their  own  homes.  Linking  services  include 
congregate  meal  programs  (to  assure  proper  nutrition),  medical  care  and 
shopping.  In  many  areas  of  the  State,  especially  rural  areas,  there  are  no 
transportation  services  available  to  the  elderly  other  than  DFI 
transportation.  No  other  transportation  service  is  directly  funded  by  the 
Department  on  Aging. 


Social  Adjustment  and  Rehabilitation  services  are  designed  to  provide 
counseling  and  support  to  older  persons,  assisting  them  in  developing 
strategies  for  coping  with  the  losses  associated  with  advanced  aging,  such  as 
loss  of  spouse  and  friends,  health  impairment,  income  reduction  and  increasing 
dependency . 


Family  Support  is  a single  project  funded 
initiative  to  investigate  the  need  for  a 
service,  and  to  evaluate  the  impact  of 
unnecessary  institutionalization.

The  Department  of  Public  Health  (DPH)  is  responsible  for  supervising  the 
health  interests  of  Illinois  residents.  The  Department  does  this  through 
existing  local  health  departments.  The  Department  contracts  with  local  health 
departments  which  provide  health  support  services  and  with  non-profit  agencies 
providing  service  to  unmarried  parents.  The  Department  assists  those  agencies 
in  identifying  program  activities,  approves  plans  for  program  development, 
provides  consultation,  assists  in  developing  fee-for-service  rates,  provides 
professional  guidance  and  evaluation,  and  acts  as  fiscal  agent.  The  agencies 
are  responsible  for  providing  direct  professional  services,  preparing 
expenditure  and  program  cost  information  and  maintaining  necessary  records. 

With  respect  to  local  family  planning  services,  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  promotes  the  development  of  and  approved  plans  for  local  program 
activities;  sets  program  standards;  provides  professional  consultation  and 
administrative  supervision,  serves  as  fiscal  agent  and  monitors  program 
functioning .

The  Department  of  Alcoholism  and  Substance  Abuse  (DASA)  is  responsible  for 
preventing  and  treating  the  illness  of  alcoholism,  addiction  to  controlled 
substances  and  the  abuse  of  cannabis.  The  Department  is  mandated  to  promote 
research  on  the  effects  and  consequences  of  alcoholism,  the  abuse  of 
controlled  substances  and  the  use  of  cannabis  in  the  state  and  inform  the 
public  as  to  its  findings  and  provide  diagnosis,  treatment,  care  and 
rehabilitation  for  alcoholics  and  controlled  substance  addicts  to  the  end  that 
these  individuals  may  again  be  restored  to  good  health  to  become  useful 
citizens  in  their  communities. 

The  Department  is  the  planning  agency  for  the  State  of  Illinois  on  all  issues 
related  to  alcoholism  and  drug  abuse.  In  accordance  with  applicable 
requirements,  the  Department  is  responsible  for  developing  a comprehensive 
statewide  plan  for  the  improvement  of  alcoholism  and  drug  abuse  facilities  and 
programs  throughout  the  State.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  REHABILITATION  SERVICES 


The  Department  of  Rehabilitation  Services  (DORS)  is  responsible  for  promoting 
and  providing  individualized  rehabilitation  services  to  disabled  residents  of 
Illinois.  The  Department  determines  eligibility  for  Social  Security 
Disability  Insurance  and  Supplemental  Security  Income  benefits.  It  also 
determines  the  rehabilitation  potential  of  applicants  and  provides  necessary 
rehabilitation  services,  either  directly  or  indirectly.  This  ensures  that 
each  client  has  the  opportunity  to  obtain  purposeful  employment  or  at  least  as 
much  independence  as  possible.  DORS  makes  a special  effort  to  obtain  direct 
consumer  advise  and  counsel  regarding  policies  affecting  total  rehabilitation 
of  Illinois'  disabled  citizens. 

The  mission  of  the  Department  was  broadened  with  the  passage  of  the  1978 
Amendments  to  the  Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973,  as  amended.  Originally  the 
Department's  mission  was  to  provide  rehabilitation  services  to  individuals  for 
the  purpose  of  achieving  greater  independence  through  gainful  employment.  The 
objectives  of  the  Department,  as  expanded  by  the  amendments,  now  include  the 
provision  of  educational  and  other  rehabilitative  services  necessary  to 
increase  the  levels  of  independence  for  disabled  persons.

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SECTION  III 
BLOCK  GRANT  SERVICES 


CHARACTERISTICS  OF  INDIVIDUALS  TO  BE  SERVED 

To  be  eligible  for  Social  Services  provided  under  the  Title  XX  Social  Services 
Block  Grant,  the  appropriate  Allied  Agency  must  determine  that  the  person 
applying  is  in  need  of  the  service  according  to  agency  criteria  and  that  the 
service  provided  will  help  the  client  in  meeting  that  need.  In  addition, 
there  should  be  a reasonable  expectation  for  attaining  the  service  goal  at  the 
end  of  the  service  period.  Each  allied  agency's  priorities  for  service  are 
defined  by  state  law  and/or  agency  mission  statements.  Within  these 
priorities,  agencies  have  established  specific  criteria  for  the  particular 
service. 


FEES  FOR  SERVICES 

Some  services  described  in  this  report  may  have  a required  schedule  of  client 
fees.  At  the  time  of  publication  of  this  report  the  two  services  that 
require  client  fees  are  Day  Care  for  Children  and  Work  Release.  Fee  schedules 
are  ordinarily  developed  and  officially  promulgated  by  the  responsible  state 
agency  and  approved  by  DPA,  although  they  may  occasionally  be  established  by 
state  law.  In  addition,  local  service  providers  may  establish  client  fees 
according  to  official  policy  established  by  the  responsible  State  agency. 
Client  fees  are  generally  established  as  a sliding  scale  related  to  income  and 
family  size. 

Applicants  for  service  will  be,  at  the  point  of  application,  advised  by  the 
service  facility  of  any  fees  which  are  associated  with  the  service  for  which 
they  are  applying.

The  following  pages  provide  the  definitions  of  the  various  services  offered  by 
the  Allied  Agencies  through  the  Title  XX  Program.  The  service  definitions  are 
general  and  the  components  of  a service  may  represent  the  activities  of  one  or 
more  state  agencies.

Parents  Too  Soon  (PTS)  is  a comprehensive,  statewide  program  designed  to 
reduce  the  incidence  of  teen  pregnancy  and  to  mitigate  the  adverse  health, 
social  and  economic  consequences  of  teenage  childbearing.  PTS  is  an 

interagency  effort  which  intervenes  with  critical  medical  and  social  services 
to  prevent  teenage  pregnancy,  to  ensure  the  physical  and  emotional  health  of 
pregnant  teens  and  the  infants  and  young  children  of  teens,  to  encourage 
pregnant  teenagers  and  adolescent  parents  to  remain  in  school,  and  to  improve 
teen  parents'  job  opportunities.  PTS  is  a program  to  help  adolescent  parents 
overcome  the  overwhelming  odds  they  face  and  to  become  effective  parents  and 
contributing  rather  than  dependent  members  of  society.
